HE magnitude of the 
i task which faces the 
Queen cannot be 
properly appreciated until 
her relations with her sub-. 
jects overseas have been 
carefully considered, and 
from their point of view. 


She may not officially . be 
Queen of Canada, Australia, 
and the other self- 
governing Dominions, _ but. 
in fact,-they regard her as 
their’ own monirch in. 
exactly the same way as do 
the inhabitants of Great 
Britain itself. ‘ 


Since the Statute of 
Westminster in 1981 . the’ 
Queen may not consult her 
British Ministers on Do- 
minion matters; she must 
act-on the advice of the. 
Governmeht. of the, Do- 
minion in question. 


Fortunately, her recent 
\predeceszors.have been in 
the, hpbit of daily mecting .

with opinion overseas. The

Mr Havengs, South African 
Finance Minister, is the prophet 
of an upward revaluation of the 
dollar ‘price for gold. ©. And it 
marked oa ‘major switeh in 
American thinking to his line of 
thought when ex-ofictals of the 
ECA Mission to London last 
Summer published an analysis 
of the Sterling Area crisis. It 
ran to many hundred pages. The 
document recalled that In the 
heyday of the Pound, the 
Sterling Arca ran a $300,000,000 
trade deficit. with the dollar 
countries, cuch ‘year. This wus 
offset by yoarly sales of newly- 
mined gold | for about 
$500,000,000, 

Had the Commonwealth Prime 
Ministers resolved not to propose 
to the United States that the 
dollar should be devalued in ac- 
cord with that thesis, the cons 
cluding communique would have 
suid so. For it did dare to re- 
cord disagreement over Imperia 
Preference, to admit that the 
subject had been raised by 
Britain, and to announce further 
that the Commonwealth would 
not back Britain -in seeking a 
general cuse-up. of obligations 
under GATT. | 


A NEW VIEW 

That -the- gold --Issuc..was.not 
mentioned, then, can only mean 
that action Is pending. ‘The 
subject was not a cause of 
division but of concord. 
to tell, it Js labelled ‘Top Secret’ 
and is the kernel of the plan 
which Mr Churchil] and Mr 
Butler will argue In Washington. 
A new view ls also being re~- 
ported in sceret despatches from 
Washington to Whitehall. In so 
far as devaluation of the dollar 
would help to make the Pound 
convertible, it would also cpse 
the world demand 
stem. the clamour for dollar 
charity, and in. that context 
remove a highly inflatiqnary 
element from the Amerlean 
economy. . . 

The portent of these prospects 
has already been observed by the 
banks, The Netherlands Bank, 
the central bank of the Dutch 
monetary system, has been un- 
loading dollars since the 
Commonwealth Conference 
opened.
